In June, 1841. after many advan- 
tures in the Sacramento Valley., 
Sutter visited Alvarado at Monter- 
ey and in appreciation of his good 
work was given a grant to the

Sutter's 
lands, cultivated and uncultivated, 
were over-run; his crops destroyed;

In a 
single instance 60,000. worth of 
cattle that happened to be iso- 
lated by a river flood were stolen 
by a band of men who sold them 
and fied back to “the States.“ 

Sutter's landed rights were 
flouted. By 1862 practically all of 
his lands worth while for culti- 
vation had been seized by real 
or pretended settlers 
color of pre-emption claim. 

Thus Sutter was stripped of the 
larger part of his landed holdings 
and the confirmation of the grant 

eleven square league availed 
him nothing ultimately. In ad- 
dition to the extraordinary expense 
of the prolonged litigation, he had 
to make good out of hte New Hel- 
vetia grant a large number of 
warranty deeds to property he had 
sold in the “Sobrante,” when the 


highest court decided against him 


as to the latter. 

Memoranda discovered among 
Sutter documents reveal the ex- 
penditure of $325,000 by him in 
fu filling the requirements of his 
grants as to surveys, etc. In im- 
provements, costs of litigation, and 
in restitutions on sales he hed 
made in the lost “Sobrante.” This 
sum was over all receipts from 


sales and two-thirds of the vast 


amount for litigation costs and 
restitutions. 


IN FUTILE RETREAT 

With his great Spanish land 
grants gone, as long since his 
flocks and herds had vanished be- 
fore the condition precipitated by 
Marshall's find that fateful morn 
of January 24, 1848, Sutter re- 
trea to a refuge he had saved 
out of the wreck, a valuable piece 


of property called the Hock 
Farm” on the Feather River. This 
he had secured some time before 
as a harbor for his old age as well 
as a home for his wife and chi- 
dren. Lacking, however, 
stock, cash and credit, he could 
do little toward making this prop- 
erty a revenue producer. Then, 
to augment his misfortunes, the 
very home over his head was de- 
stroyed by fire in 1865. As though

ments compelled him to mortgage 
this, the last piece.of landed prop- 
erty he had, for means upon which 
to subsist and, in due time, it ali 
went under the Sheriff's hammer.

Harry Carlos Hickok, who, 
among many achievements dur- 
ing a colorful twenty-one years as 
a Los Angeles police officer, ac- 
complished the organization and 


California, retires from the police 
department tomorrow. He will, he 
announced, engage in law practice 
with Attcrney Thomas P. Toomey, 
also an ex-detective. 

Hickok retires as an assistant 
captain of detectives. He was one 
of the few older members of the 
department, who, in order to bet- 
ter enforce the lawa as a police- 
man, took up the study of law and 
was admitted to practice. 

Capt. Hickck, a native of Iowa, 


He was employed as a locomotive 
fireman on the 
Railway. Two years later 


rolmen, receiving his appointment 
October 4, 1904. Several years 
later the cit’ purchased the first 
motorcycle in the department and 
Capt. Hickck was assigned to ride 
it. He was likewise detailed to 
pilot the first auto used for police 
work, according to the police rec- 
ords. 

In 1911 he became. a sergeant 
under Capt. Bradish. The follow- 
ing year he passed another exam- 
ination with an average of 85.7 per 
cent and was detailed to the detec- 
tive bureau, where he worked on 
the homicide squad investigating 
and prosecuting many murder 


He was first detailed to the Auto 
Club in 1919 by Chief of Police But- 
ler, installing the theft bureau. 

In 1923 he passed the examina- 
tion for assistant captain of detec- 
tives at the top of the list, return- 
ing to the detective bureau to take 
charge of the aut-theft detail 
there. The police recordé show 
that in this work, the rate of re- 
covery jumped from 40 per cent 
t obetter than 85 per cent. 

But Capt. Hickok's r was 
not all filled with figures d civil 
service examinations. He“ partook 
in many sensational man hunts, 


such as the capture of the entire 
gang of five gunmen who were re- 
aponsible for the murders of Officrs 
Brett and Clester, and a riot in the 
Plaga on Christmas Day, 1912, in 
which eight men were killed. It 
was during this battle that Capt. 
Hickok received the injury which 
later subjected. him to numerous 
operations and handicapped him 
with Ui health. In July. 1929, he

Despite this astounding total it | 
is estimated there was only some- 
thing like 8500, in counterfeit 
bills and securities of the govern- 
ment made, 90 per cent of which 
were kept from circulation by a 
vigilant secret service. : 

Why is counterfeiting 80 * 
profitable? 

The answer can best be told by 
a veteran retired government en- 
graver, now living in a bungalow 
in the foothills at Pasadena, a man 
who spent forty years in the hon- 
orable and uncrowded profession 
once practiced by Benjamin Frank- 
lin and Paul Revere. 

He is Louis K. Siggons, 73 years 
of age, who has a record of seven- 
t years with the United States 


of Engravi and Print- 
ing in Washington, F. C. But for 


the loss of his eyesight, which his 
friends say, was due to overwork 
and strain during the hectic war 
days when the bureau was herol- 
cally striving to maintain the out- 
put ot Liberty Bonds, he proba- 
bly would still be bent over his en- 
graving work. H mind is ac- 
tive. his disposition is happy and 
he is glad to live in Southern Call- 
fornia, and he can read Braille 
books and listen to the radio. 


HONOR IMPORTANT 
“Why is counterfeiting held at 
such a low mark?” repeated Mr. 
Siggons. 

3 of the excellence of 
the engraving, which cannot be 
successfully duplicated, because of 
the safeguards the government 
wisely provides and because of the 
high standard of honor that every 
engraver follows,“ he said. 
And the most important of these 
is honor, says Mr. Siggons. Not a 
single engraver, he asserts, has 
ever even been suspected of con- 
nection with counterfeiters. 

“There is something,” obdseryes 
Mr. Siggons, “that is ground into 
the engraver in the long years of 
training necessary to equip him 
to work on government notes, bonds 
an@ stamps, something that be- 
comes a part of him and some- 
thing that would not permit him to 
even think of counterfeiting. It is 
the spirit and the honor, somewhat 
akin to that of a soldier in war- 
time.“ 

Neither physician nor minister 
hold to higher standards of ethics 
than the “unknown” artists who 
toil for hours with a tiny tool over 
a small plate, creating pictures 
that make possible our orderly 
financial system. Their chief re- 
ward, outside of their pay, is the 
knowledge that they do their dimfi- 
cult work well. | 


DESIGN APPROVED 


A brief description of the process 
of engraving and printing a paper 


making bonds and stamps, will em- 
phasize the unsurmountable di- 
culties that discourage counterfeit- 


ne. 

‘The design of a new bill in 
black and white is approved by the 
Treasury Department, and is sent 
to the bureau. It eventually 
reaches the engraving-room, where 
the various details are assigned to 
different men. One will be given 
the lettering to do, one the por- 
trait work, one the scrolis and one 
the decorative work. 

“A steel plate with a two-inch 
margin is carefully polished until 
it shines like glass. Then an 
etching ground of wax is spread 
over the surface. The engraver 
makes a careful tracing of the de- 
sign On a sheet of gelatine. By 
filling in the outlines with vermil- 
lion he i# able to transfer the de- 
sign to the steel plate. * 
The plate, bearing the outlines, 
is then ready for the engraver. He 
works with his tools, carefully 
graving the surface, so as to get 
the proper depth for the lines. 
Progress of the work is observed 
through a magnifying glass It 
takes from dx ‘ks to three 
months to engrave a plate for a 
single bill. 

“When the plate is finished it is 
hardened and an impression is 
made on a_ steel roll, which aft- 
erward is also hardened. This roll 
is in turn used to make four im- 
preasions on a larger steel plate, 
which becomes the actual cut from 
which the bills are printed in 
fours. 

The art of steel engraving was 
perfected in the United States 
about 1830 and America 16 still 
the leader in the art, says Mr. 
Siggons. . 


OTHER COUNTRIES LOSE 


It is a matter of patriotic pride 
that the paper notes, stamps and 
bonds of at least forty-five foreign 
nations are printed in America. 
Not by the goverment. of course. 
but by private companies chief 
amorg which is the American 
Bank Note Company of New York.

This company has 
made paper money and bonds since 
1796 and before Uncle Sam set up 
his own bureau it made the stamps 
and notes used by the United 
States government. 

“Paul Revere, who gained fame 
es a rider of parts.“ said Mr. 
Siggons, once worked as an en- 
graver for this company and there 
are men now in its employ whose 
fathers, grandfathers and great- 
Krandfathers worked there.”

Although the losses from coun- 


terfeiting are small in the United 
States they are huge in — 
countries, especially those who 
print their own bills. France, with 
her lithographed bills, and even 
Great Britain, loses huge sums. 
The notes of the Bank of England. 
which are supposed to be used on- 
ly once are extengively counter- 
feited on the continent.” 

The development of the art of 
engraving has interested Mr. Sig- 
gons since boyhood. In 1864, as a 


lad of 12 y of age, in Detroit, 
he was apprenticed to a Ilitho- 
graphing firm. After a mumder 
of years he moved to Philadel- 
phia, where he did copper and 
steel-plate engraving and attended 
art schoo.

Auto Club Counsel Takes Issue With Santa Monica 


Judge on Penalty Imposed on Motorists 


SANTA MONICA, Jan. 30.—In a letter made public here today 
Ivan Kelso, general counsel for the Automobile Club of Southern Call- 
fornia, takes issue with Police Judge Spencer over the fining of 
motorists on a basts of $2 per mile for each mile of speed limit viola- 
tions, which has been the prevailing rate here since Judge Spencer 
took over the Police Court bench the first of this year.

“There was some a ment at 
the last seasion of the lature 
in favor of a proposition to let this 
paragraph stand as the entire speed 
limit, but the argument against it 
was that certain local authorities 
would decide that anything faster 
than ten miles per hour would 
he unreasonable and imprudent in 
their territory. Therefore, in, or- 
der to prevent local authorities 
from enforcing an unreasonably 
low limit, the Legislature provided 
that so long as it was safe to do 
so, fifteen miles should be a law- 
ful speed under certain circum- 
istances, twenty miles under others 
and thirty-five miles under all oth- 
er conditions. 

From the argument advanced 
by the committee it was obvious 
that the Legislature did not ‘intend 
that the maximum ‘limit should be 
fifteen, twenty and thirty-five miles 
in the districte mentioned. They 
provided that those limits should 
be lawful if safe. They did not 
provide that speed in excess of 
those limits should te unlawful 
necessarily. In fact subdivision 
(e) reads: 

In all charges for violation 
of this section, speeds in excess 
of those set forth in subdivision 
(b) of this section shall de taken 
as prima facie but not as conclu- 
sive evidence of a violation of this

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NAVY EQUIPMENT 
HEAVILY SCORED 


Admiral Condemns~ Radio 
Facilities of Ships 


Obsolete Spark Sets Still 
Found in Use 


Officer Declares Fleet Unfit 
for Battle 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—The 
deplorable conditions of the naval 
radio equipment, both afloat and 
ashore, and the necessary use of 
obsolete radio equipment, in vo- 
lation of the agreement with the 
National Radio Conference, were 
revealed recently to the House 
Naval Appropriations: Committee 
by Rear Admira! Halligan, Chief 
of the Bureau of Engineering. 
Considerable did equipment, par- 
ticularly park sets, hase become 
useless aboard ships, but no re- 
liable continuous-wave transmitters 
have been provided for replacing 
them. The Navy is the last large 
organization to relinquish the use 
of this antiquated apparatus, he 
testified; but it plans to de 80 as 
son as funds are provided. Lack 
of suitable modern equipment was 
said to have handicapped the opera- 
tions and maneuvers of the fleet, 
according to reports from flag 
officers, quoted by the chief of the 
bureau to the committee. | 
In this conneetion, the comman- 
der of the battle fleet reported: 
“With present radio equipment the 
battle fleet is not ready for bat- 
tle.” Indorsing this statement, the 
commander in chief said this is 
vally true with other major sub- 
ivisions of the United States Fleet. 
The chief of opérations is quoted 
as follows: “The radio equipment 
of the fleet should be modernized 
without delay.” “A careful survey 
of the ships of the Navy on a war 
basis showns that a sum of 18. 
000,000 is necessary to replace 
worn-out deficient equipment and 
provide an efficient system of radio 
communication.“ The sum of $7,- 
887,000 is required to provide ef- 
ficient radio apparatus for the 
ships in actual commission. 


MONEY DIVERTED. 

‘Although the sum of 728.637 
was allotted to radio for the fiscal 
year 1926, it ts reported essential 
that an additional amount be pro- 
vided for ensuing years, if the pro- 
bosed program is to be completed 
before the radio equipment now 
being provided is worn out in use. 
In December, $300,000, originally 
allocated for radio replacements 
was diverted for use in paving for 
urgent repairs to propelling ma- 
chinery. thereby postponing radio 
replacements already underway. 

Explaining the present radio 
situation in the Navy, Admiral 
Halligan pointed out that, whereas 
originally the naval radio service 
had the ether practically to itself, 
nowadays the use of radio by the 
amateurs, commercial, and broad- 
cast stations made it necessary for 
the Navy to release many chan- 
nels, in order to prevent severe in- 
terference ashore. The Navy De- 
partment is still in receipt of 
many complaints because its shore 
stations are causing emberrass- 
ment to people trying to listen to 
broadcasting stations, which con- 
dition cited as building up 
prejudice against the naval ser- 


vice. -To avold this the naval ra- 
dio service is installing, when 
available, sharper-tuned instru- 


ments which cause less interfer- 
ence, and replacing some of the 
heavy spark sets which create in- 
terference to listeners and marine 
stations. But adequate funds are 
lacking. 


MANY WAVE LENGTHS 

Due to the necessary complex- 
ity of communications developing 
in the fleet, including wireless 
circuite with airplanes, it is neces- 
sary today for a flag ship to be able 
to communicate simultaneously by 
radio on six or seven wave lengths, 
while on a regular battleship op- 
eration on four separate channels 
is required. The messages on these 
different channels must of course 
not Interfere with each other, 
which requires sharper tuned re- 
ceiving and transmitting apparatus 
nan ever used before. 

Many of the Navy's handicaps in 


‘radio equipment were reported fol- 


lowing the maneuvers in the Pa- 
cific, by the commander in chief 
of the fleet. who stated that the 
present rate of modernization of 
radio equipment fs not satisfactory. 
If the manervvers had been an ac- 
tual series of engagements, the in- 
dicated efficiency would have fall- 
en off due to interference from 
the enemy sets and a lack of suf- 
ficiently strong apparatuk on the 
ships. Tranemitters could not have 
been adjusted exactly due to lack 
of measuring instruments, and 


some of the flag shins could not 


have operated in duplex: that is, 
carried on simultaneous transmis- 
sion and receptions. No flag ship 
had a transmitter capable of com- 
municating with a shore station 
during the maneuvers, without dis- 
rupting tts other radio circuits. 
There were not sufficient circuits 
available for actual battle opera- 
tions and many other deficiencies 
which, it was nted out, had 


been reported repeatedly in the 
past. 
MILLION NEXT YEAR 
During the hearing Capt. Me- 


Neely of the Radio Division of 
Engineering urged the equipment 
of warships with the latest radio 
devices and equiprnent to replace 
apparatus installed many years ago 
and now obsolete. Thirty or forty 
destroyers will probably receive new 
sets, but the old high-powered sets 
on battleships, inetalled two years 
ago at a cost of $15,000 each, will 
be used until much older trans- 
mitters are replaced, he said. 
Estimated expenditures approved 
by the Budget Bureau for naval 
radio during the ‘@scal year 1927 
approximate $1,000,000, of which 
$175,000 is for of anti- 
quated sets afloat and the balance 
for the improvement and main- 
tenance of shore radio stations, Out 
of the ship equipment allocations. 
about $100.000 will cover the man- 
ufacture and installation of new 
transmitters for communicatire

Radio equipment for airplanes, it 
was pointed out, is appropriated in 
the budget for the Pureau of Aero- 
nautics ard is not included in the 
total amount asked for radio and 
apparatus by the Bureau of En- 
gineering.. This year air radio es- 
timates amount to around 36. 
000. 

The naval radio system during 
the past fiscal year, it was stated, 
se the government bureaus as 
well as the Navy. it being estimated 
that a saving of about $1,000,000 
was effected, over ordinary trans- 
mitting costs. 


SHORT-WAVE SENDING 
BY NAVY MEN STOPPED

Some of the sea-going naval ra- 
dio operators have become too 
greatly interested in short-wave 
transmission and been censored by, 
the department chiefs. The par- 
ticular offense seems to have been 
in seeking to communicate with 
amateurs on short waves, which is 
forbidden. Although they may lis- 
ten in all they please, on the short 
waves, unauthorized transmission 
| would preclude the use of the ves- 
sel’s regtilar radio apparatus, or at 
least interfere with the handling o 
official traffic. 
The ruling ie Private transmis- 
sion is not permitted from any 
naval radio stations ashore or 
afioat. Every ship of the Navy is 
considered a naval radio station. 
Every transmission must be duly 
authorized by competent authori- 


The only work authorized with 
amateurs is from district reserve 
headquarters and by the tabora- 
tory at Bellevue, D. C. 


An unauthorized broadcaster in 
England was taken to a police 
court recently and fined £10.

College Studies 


Effects of Atmosphere 
Changes on Radio 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH} 
UNIVERSITY. PLACE (Neb.) 
Jan. 30:—Prof- J. C. Jensen of 
Wesleyan University here, has 
been making an interlsive study of 
the effect. of weather conditions 


on radio reception and declares it 
may soon be possible to forecast 
the weather by hoting the clarity 
with which programs from near 
and distant stations come in. Prof. 
Jensen has been conducting this 
research for a period of ten years. 
He is professor of physics at 
Nebraska Wesleyan, and engineer 
in charge of radio station WCAJ. 

“Actual reception,” he points 
aut. “depends not only on the sig- 
nal strength, but also on the ratio 
of signal to static. When the 
atrengt of static interference be- 
gine to approximate the signa! 
strength, reception becomes Im- 
practicable. Static noises are 
knewn to vary from day to day. 
and have been shown to be worst 
on the approach of a storm area. 

“The following conclusions, 
reached as a result of several 
years of checking data, are only 
preliminary, but the success. of 
using these as a basis for fore- 
casting the weather has been very 
encouraging. Reception is 
when the broadcasting station and 
the receiving set are within the 
same area — high atmospheric 
pressure. or when the weather 
conditions are settled. 

“Good reception may oceur when 
the transmission is from a high- 
pressure area into an adjoining 
low-pressure area, or vice-versa: 
but when it takes place across a 
low pressure area so to ex- 
tend through it to a high on the 
opposite side, low audibility oc- 
curs. Static disturbance is most 
troublesome when the low-pres- 
sure area of an.approaching storm 
is to the northwest. Fading is 
more troublesome at night than 
in the day, and is most severe 
when there 1 little differente in 
atmospheric pressure jin diferent 
parts of the conrtry, a condition 
which accompanies unsettled 
weather.” 


Study Effect of 
Sun Eclipse on 
Radio Reception 


Whether the recent eclipse of 


the United States is a Auestion 
which Signal Corps radio opera- 
tors would like answerefil. Two 
veteran radio operators, on duty 
the night of the 13th lust,, or 
rather, from 12 mid at on the 
13th to about 4 a.m. on the 14th, 
the morning of the eclipse, say re- 
ception was practically impossible 
during that period.

Besides the many churches now 
on the air, a large number of in- 
dependent stations co-operate with 
religious institutions on Sundays, 
broadcasting services and music. 
Keligious interests which do not 
own transmitters might be aided 
materially. if it is found necessary, 
by assigning them wave lengths 
not used by other stations on Sun- 
days or through additional co- 
operation between local stations 
and churches. This class of broad- 
casting does not seem to require 
special consideration any more 
than the farming interests. Neither 
do educational institutions, since 
many are not operating their own 
radio stations. while most inde- 
pendent or general stations are 
glad to include educational talks, 
discussions or actual instruction 
in their programs, as a contrast 
to. theeentertainment features, if 
for no better reason. 

These are some of the reasons

with great difficuity. The only. 
place in Maine where they can be 
obtained is from the Caribou State

in the wild or natural state, for 
the conspicuous white color renders 
them objects of easy attack by 
larger fish.

INING AND RIDING. W. G. 
Lang vo Taylor. Henry ott & 
Co,, New York. Illustrated from pheo- 


tographs and sketches, 

This is a book on a special 
branch of hippology. No, dear chil- 
dren, hippology has nothing to do 
with something on the hip. Far 
from it: hippology is the scientific 
study of the horse. In the book 
under review the writer is con- 
cerned with but one branch of hip- 
pology: Equitation, or the mount- 
ing and riding of a horse, plus its 


care. 

Lately, there has been a marked 
increase in riding in America. The 
horse has come back. It is a sort 
of a case of a horse on the proph- 
ets, for a few years ago the wise- 
acres were predicting that another 
generation would see the horse as 
scarce as the dodo or as a Re- 
publican majority in Alabama, 

Mr. Taylor brings to his study 
considerable special knowledge, 
real literary ability, and much en- 
thusiasm. His chapter headings 
are delightful. Right at the start 
he introduces Mohammed to the 
reader” as a horse enthusiast. His 
other citations are largely from 
Xenophon, who, in addition to be- 
ing a school-days’ terror to boys 
and girls, was a man who knew 


horse-flesh and wrote about it un- 
derstandingly. In fact, one finds 
that Xenophon knew how a horse 
should be stabled and cared for 
just about as well as they do in 
these days of five-gaited anomalies 
and English saddles.

THE NEUROSES OF THE NATIONS. 
By C. B Playne. Thomas Geltzer. 
New York. 

If individuals are subject to neu- 
roses and, while so afflicted, do 
strange and foqjish things, it 
would seem perfectly logical to 
assume that nations, which are, 
after all, but collections of indi- 
viduals, should be subject to the 
same affliction with similar results. 

That Europe fcr thirty years be- 
fore the World War was so affect- 
ed is the contention of this able 
woman author, who has marshalled 
an imposing array of facts to sus- 
tain her thesie. She makes a long 
and searching investigation and 
finds that not only were the na- 
tional group minds unhinged by 
the immensity of the excitement 
after war had broken out, but that 
the different national groups suf- 
fered from mass neuroses for some 
decades before group dementia 
held them in its grip as the war 
developed. And further, that the 
great war. its universal upheaval 
and drawn-out strife, were not 
only induced, but continued, as a 
consequence of the moral and 
mental derangement of the mass 
mind among the different nations. 
She alse finds that the disorder 
has not decreased with the coming 
of peace, but that it has increase 
and spread beyond the confines of 
Furope and crossed the Atlantic 
and that the United States, long 
free from the disease, has now de- 
veloped a very bad case. } 

She does not go into the matter 
as far as the United States is con- 
cerned. In this formidable tome 
of 468 pages she confines her ef- 
forts to Germany and France, and 
promises in a later volume to deal 
with England's case. Her case 
againet Germany and France is 
complete. She does not set forth 
her views in the hazy technical 
verbiage of the medical diagnos- 
ticilan, nor in the more profuse 
and learned language of the philo- 
sophic school of prophets, but in 
good plain Kine’s English that the 
man of the strect can understand. 
She exp/ains that the study of the 
group mind of France and of Ger- 
many “is an examination of the 
nature of the limitation which in 
their case ‘held up’ the generation 


‘who lived in the beginning of the 


twentieth century. And the con- 
tention is that the spectal Umita- 
tion of human nature which hin- 
dered the progress cf this genera- 
tion was the failure of man's nerv- 
ous system to adjuet therpselves 
to the 
life under highly stressed and 
complicated conditions of exist- 
ence. Out of this failure of ad- 
justment arose nervous excitement, 
nervous depression, genera) irrita- 
tion, resulting anger and passion. 
Primitive passions burst forth, ac- 
companied by emotione of instinc- 


j tive type. The effect of this up- 


thrust of ancient and obsolete fu- 
ries into the new order was 30 
turbulent that, as has been said. 
they swept the masses out of the 
path of reasonable advancement 
and plunged them into a series 
group neuroses.” 

As to the soundness of the au- 
thor’s conclusions each reader 
must, of course, decide for him- 
self. That no world composed of 
other than crazy peoples would 
have or could have permitted such 
a catastrophe ag the World War 
seems a fairly widespread belief. 
That. as this author contends, ex- 
treme nationalism and Chauviniam 
had run to excess and ac became 
factors in the neurasthenic cond!l- 
tion prevailing before, as well as 
during the war, is likewise a well- 
accepted belief among enlightened 
people.

By Katherine Lipke 
There is nothing so serious as 
humor. No tragedy so sad as a 
laugh gone wrong. Financial fail-

a comedian. Such a comedian! 
Douglas Leavitt, the fat little 
prigzy valet to the prince in “The 
Student Prince’ now showing at 
the Biltmore Theater, is so funny 
that in looking at him I wondered 
if he were really a man, 
has done all this so that we cou 
laugh at him.

“JUST FUNNY” 


Douglas Leavitt was just funny” 
at the start but he has been get- 
ting funnier. Comedy is no happy 
accident. It doesn’t just happen. 
Laughter is the most serious thing 
in the world. Parlor humor of 
the spontaneous sort is very sel- 


dom any good across the foot- 


lights, according to Mr. Leavitt. 
The comedy h gets over to 
an audience of proportions is 
studied planned and thought over 
in serious fashion. According to 
him, Will Rogers is the only man 
who can be funny at Bome, or at 
a party as well as on the stage. 
Few are as naturally funny as Will. 
The rest have to work for their 
laughs. 

For twelve years Douglas Lea 
vitt hag been in the sert- 
ous business of making people 
laugh. It is his way of making 
bread and butter and limousines 
for Mrs. Leavitt who is “Gret- 
chen,“ the pretty pigtailed come- 
dienne of “The Student Prince.” 
The two have been foils for each 
other on the stage for twelve years 
and in private life for ten years. 
Two funmakers in one family and 
harmony still reigns! 

It ie a different thing to be the 
comedian of as large a cast as 
“The Student Prince.” Leavitt's 
first entrance is propelled by 
fifteen or more girls and two or 
three men. One distraction, 80 
that his firet speech is lost and a 
laugh has gone wrong. That first 
speech can make or ruin the act 
for him. 


COMEDIAN’S TRAGEDY 


The other night behind scenes, 
he moaned to me as he came off 
the stage. “I've lost my first 
laugh,” was the substance of his 
sorrow. This is the 
tragedy. If he can establish him- 
self as funny the first moment. of 
hie entrance, all is well. The 
audience ig then in a frame of 
mind to laugh on with him through 
the rest of the act if given halt 
a chance. But if he enters “un- 
laughed’’-——not 80 

Humor seems so casual to we 
who enjoy ourselves on the other 
side of the footlights—that “Great 
Divide” of stagedom. We laugh 
as the spirit moves us, and eit 
coldly and silently critical when 
nothing occurs to stir our emo- 
tions or love of fun. That coldly 
sfiently sitting spells temporary 
failure to the man who is up there 
on the stage. Behind his next 
speeches, he ie saying to himself, 
“What wasn't funny about that, 
and what can I do to make itt 
funny?" 

Douglas Leavitt and Ruth Mary 
Lockwood, his wife do not go 
home at night, shedding their 
stage characters as they go. In- 
stead mentally they remain Lutz, 
the valet, and Gretchen, the inn- 
keeper's daughter. They go home 
to debate seriously about their 
humorous characters. Ihey talk 
about the funny moments which 
went by that evening without 
arousing a laugh. They mull them 
over, thinking of something new, 
trying this and that line, this and 
that gesture. 

The motto of Mr. Leavitt seems 
to be—néver let a moment re- 
main unchaperoned by a laugh. If 
the author's lines don't spell 
spontaneous fun then he changes 
them. Douglas Leavitt has changed 
over fifty lines of the “Student 
Prince.” A few years ago an irate 
playwright would have worked 
him to a pulp for such an offense, 
but it is different today. 


COURT JESTER 


One of the laughs in the oper- 
etta, which was changed, occurs 
when the frantic Duchess sways 

ildly about in her voluminous 
oop skirts. They rise and fall in 
billows about her, while Leavitt, 
as Lutz, tries to get near enough 
to her to ask what is the matter. 
Finally he says, “Madame, when 
you have made ea landing, we will 
talk.” He thought of it one night 
as he grew seasick watching ver 
skirts wave about. 

The comedian, according to 
Leavitt, ie the court jester of to- 
day. He acts the fool that the 
tired business man may laugh and 
forget that he is tired. He gets 
himself up in a funny make-up, 
does ludicrous things to his fea- 
tures and says funny lines for the 
men and the women in the audi- 
ence, waiting for the moment 
when the silence will crack in two 
and a rousing, universal laugh 
will walk forth to encourage him. 

Every night the comedian has 
to find hig audience. He doesn't 
know whether they are high-brow 
in the majority, or of the business- 
man type. or a bit d-boiled. 80 
he walks cautiously through his 
first scene, sends out one line after 
another, alert for the reception 
given it. By the end of the first 
scene he has found his audience 
and can go ahead with assurance. 

Au this is hard work. Accord- 
ing to Douglas Leavitt, the come- 
dian goes forth on the stage, a 
laboring man armed with a pick 
and shovel, prepared to do some 
hard digging for laughs, if neces- 
sary. Sometimes even dynamite 
is required. And often the audt- 
ence just looks at him, finds him 
funny and laughs easily without 
prodding. It is a pretty serious 
business, this work of making peo- 
ple laugh. As a result Douglas 
Leavitt is very often a 
‘ness man himself, 
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“Seductive as ‘Carmen, 
dashing ae ‘The Merry 
Widow’ and jazzy as 
Little Nellie Kell 
that’s ‘The Love Call.“ “ 
—Gilbert Brown, Rec- 
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that bespeak a happy disposition. 

He was for several seasons lead- 
ing man for Mrs. Patrick Campbeil, 
when the noted English actress 
toured this country. Possessing a 
superb baritone voice, he entered 
light opera and for a long time 
appeared in principal roles in 
Fritzi Scheff prcductions. More 
recently and ,efore the pictures 
lured him, Martindel toured 
country as soloist with Fannie 
Bloomfield Zeisler, the celebrated 
planiste. 

His first important work in the 
pictures was with Bebe Daniels 
in 1820 when he impersonated the 
bishop in “The Bishop's Carriage,” 
witich was Bebe's first starring ve- 
hicle under the Realart banner.

Completion to Aid Traffic 
in Republic 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 
~ TAMPICO (Mex.) Jan. 30.— 
Though moving slowly and in a 
rather tentative way, work is pro- 
gressing steadily on the Tampico- 
Mexico City short-line railroad. 


At yet no official announcement 
that this line is to be constructed 

been given out in Mexico City. 
But for several weeks men have 
been employed and 600 now are 
working across the Panuco River 
from Tampico, and materials are 
being assembled for the comple- 
don of the Moralillo bridge over 
the Panuco, which will connect 
2 city with the work now in 


progress. 

The Panuco River is a truly 
noble stream in which, it has been 
said by guide books, ail the navies 
in the world could find anchorage. 
During rainy seasons it is com- 
parable in breadth to the Missis- 
sippi at New Orleans or the St. 
Lawrence at Quebec. The Mora- 
uno bridge, therefore, will be a 
structure comparable to the famous 
Kade bridge at St. Louis. and a 
great deal of material will be 
needed for it. 

Construction of this bridge be- 
Fan in 1912, at which time some 
miles of track also were laid, but 
the work wea stop by the out- 
break of the Madero revolt. Since 
then the bridge has stood with 
one fovt in the stream, promising 
t come across some day and great- 
ly benefit Tampico.and all Mexico 
with speedier, more direct means 
of transportation.

RABBITS FOR 
MEAT, PLAN 


OF REINHAR 
Enterprise on Large Scale 
to he Started on Ranch at 
Encinitas 


Production of rabbit meat on a 
rather large scale is to be under- 
taken at the Reinhart ranch at 
Encinitas, San Diego county, by H. 
E. Reinhart, who spent seven years 
in the South Sea Islands, where he

For some time Mr. Reinhart has 
been studying the rabbit business 
here, and decided that to insure its 
success all rabbits must be pro- 
tected from the heat of summer 
and from the inclément weather 
of winter. This protection, he de- 
clared, must be provided in the 
hutches in which the rabbits are 
to be kept. 


Various experiments have proved 


to Mr. Reinhart, he declared, that 
hutehes made of wall board art 
sanitary and that the wall board 
keeps out either heat or cold, and 
lessens the losses that are common 
at various seasons of the year. 
As a result of his experiments, 
Mr. Reinhart has designed what 
he terms to be an ideal wallboard 
hutch. He has ordered a large 
amount of Schumacher wallboard 
with which he will construc 
hutches for his ambitious rabbit 
enterprise, which he says wil be 
the largest on this coast.

BIG TREES ABOUND 

It comprises 160 acres of virgin 
forest, {n which, according to John 
Muir, lies one of the most mag- 
nificent groups of California’s Big 
Trees. Nearly 200 monster Se- 
quoias, running to twenty-four 
feet in diameter, are found there. 
White and red fir:also abound. 
Five natural meadows, rich with 
grasses and wildflowers, are veri- 
table sylvan beauty spots. : 

Among more famous Sequoias, in 
Balch Park “Methuselah,”’ 
“Twin Sisters,” “Hollow Log.“ 
“Wishbone Tree,” “Lady Alice.” 
“Seven Sisters,” “Hercules,” and 
“Centennial Stump In pioneer 
logging days the latter often served 
as a dance platform. 
* This region was once known as 
Summer Home and Mountain 
Home. It is rich with intriguing 
tales of days that used to be. Once 
a paradise for the hunter, the 
trapper and fisherman, in a degree 
it still speaks of these pleasures 
and nature’s open spaces. As far 
as possible the region is to be pre- 
served in this State. While park 
privileges will be enjoyed. restric-

Carefully 
remove the vaive and if all of the 
lines are found to be cut, the valve 
is properly seated. If the seat is 
not perfect, grind a ‘little more 
and repeat the test until a perfect 
seat is obtained. The seat should 
be but little more than a eixteenth 
of an inch wide. If a valve is 
overground it constitutes a perma- 
nent injury to an engine, because 
the material ground away never 
can be replaced and the valve seats 
become too wide for good service. 
A wide seat does not hold com- 
pression as well as a . narrower 
one, exhaust gases do not pass as 
freely and carbon particles are 
much more Hable to be 
under the valve, ho it 
and injuring the seat.

importance to the health of the family. 
Hence her article below is of tnestimable 
importance: 

There are two ways of classifying foods: 


1) Energy-producing foods. a. Carbo 
hydrates. b. Fats. 


(2.) Tissue-building foods, 


) Body regulators. a. Water. b. Min. 
erals. c. Vitamins. 


This is a very good classification, but it 
is not sufficient for planning a diet intelli 
gently. 

The second classification and the one we 
use today diviies foods into: 

(.) Acid formers. ! 

(2.) Base formers. 

Meat, eggs, cereals (inclading bread, cake, 
cookies, etc.) and two fruits—prunes and 
cranberries—are the acid-forming foods, 
The base-forming foods are milk, all vege- 
tables, all fruits with the exception of 
prunes and cranberries. All other foods are 
neutral: they are completely oxidized to 
carbon dioxide and water in the body. Here 
is an illustration of how one may be misled 
by the first classificatfon. Rice or macaroni 
are often given in the diet to replace pota 
toes. The former are acid formers, while 
the latter are base-‘ormers. When there 
was a shortage of potatoes, rice was recom- 
mended as a substitute, and as a result 
many people developed acidosis, because 
they were living on the acid rather than the 
alkaline side of life. 

Macaroni. with or without cheese, meat of 
some kind, bread, perhaps coffee, and pie, is 
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a typical diet a man chooses. These toode 
are all acid-formers. In order to plan a 
healthful diet these points must be kept in 
mind. 


Why is it necessary that we should know 


the principles of nutrition? Has nothing 


in the past proved the value of this knowl- 
edge? Consider the proportion of American 
school children who show the effects of 
malnutrition: 33 per cent! The pre-school 
group has a still higher percentage. My 
own experience with malnourished children 
has made me realize how little people know 
and how little interest they have in some 
of the essential things of life. The two 
factors causing malnutrition are poverty and 
ignorance, and the greater of the two is 
ignorance. A mocher may give a child 
plenty of food, but the wrong kind, and the 
result is malnutrition. - 


We find as much malnutrition among the 
wealthy as among the poor. In the work in 
Chicago in the Hyde Park district you will 
find just as much as in the Maxwell street 
district—the poorest part of the city. 

We must know something about the nutri- 
tive value of foods. The choosing of a food 
is a habit in the beginning, and habits are 
hard things to break. Why not get the 
right food habit in the beginning? While 
children are young, teach them the right 
foods to choose. Our bolies have no other 
way of getting nutriment except through 
our intelligent choice of foods, and for this 
reason we cannot be too careful about the 
type of foods we choose. The physician 
should be interested in the proper diet for 
people under normal conditions, or when 
they are not ‘ll, because on this subject, peo- 
ple take the word of the physician above 
that of anyone else. 

The function of sodium and potassium has 
been fairly well known, but we- have not 
realized until recently that no growth can 
take place without a sufficient amount of 
these in the diet We don’t have to worry 
about these elements, however, because we 
ordinarily get about ten times as much as 
we need. Phosphorous has been considered 
an important mineral for the hardening of 
bones in conjunction with calcium, but it 
cannot be properly ‘ssimilated by the body 
u. "ess there is a definite amount of fat in 
the diet to aid in itr absorption. If fats are 
taken away, as doctors sometimes do in 
cases of obesity, there may be a deficiency 
of phosphorous. Another important element 
is iodin. in some places school doctors 
have given school children fodin tablets by 
the wholesate, instead of asking them to tse 
fodin foods. Celery, spinach, lettuce and 
rhubarb are some of the foods having a 
good ſodin content. There is really no need 
for the use of the other form of iodin if the 
proper foods are eaten. 

Some of the deficiency diseases are 
Vitamin A 
(or fat-soluble A) is found in milk and but- 
ter and in the green leaves and stems of 
plants. Xerophthelmia and rickets are not 
particularly common on the Pacific Coast, 
although there is an enormous amount of it 
in Europe. During the famine of 1848 in 
Ireland there were 14.000 cases of xero 
pththalmia, and with the «leficiency of “A” 
in the diet, the number of cases of blindness 


was brought up to 45,000. Today that con- 
dtiion could be cured by a diet containing 


Vitamin A. 

Scurvy is caused by la & of vitamin C. 
This vitamin is found in all fresh fruits and 
vegetables. It is destroyed by heat and by 
alkali. Vitamin B is found in fresh fruits 
and vegetables. A lack of B“ causes bert 
beri. If one is in a region where fresh fruit 
and vegetables are not obtainable, canned 
tomatoes are good, because the vitamin is 
not destroyed in the canning of them. Vita- 
min D is a new factor, and we find it takes 
the place of sunlight in stimulating the cen- 
ter of ossification in the bone for the de- 
posit of calcium salts throughout the bony 
tissue. Rickets may result from the lack of 
calcdlum phosphorous, or vitamin D; or 
from the use of carbohydrates, which would 
mean too little mineral and consequent lack 
of growth. Rickets occurs only during the 


with growth the results will never be 
outgrown completely. If the vitamin be 
put back into the diet, normal growth will 
be no indication that there has been such a 
be resumed, and in ann 
deficiency earlier in life. 

Constipation is perhaps the most common 
aflment of civilization. 

There are four types of anti-constipation 
foods: 

(1.) A diet containing considerable 
“roughage.” 


(8) Woods which . produce gaa, rich in 
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hemi-célluiose, such as ontons, cauliflower, 
cabbage, etc. 

(4.) Oils and fats. 

If these foods are included in the diet, 
constipation may be prevented. If the con 
stipation continues too long, the muscles 
stretch, and lose their tone. Diet will not 
help very much in this stage. 

Another common disorder is obesity. We 
frequently meet persons who want to get 
thin in a hurry. The usual diet prescribed 
is one from which fats and carbohydrates 


— 


are largely eliminated. The patient is told s, 


to eat proteins and roughage. What hap- 
pens? In normal food metabolism, fats can- 
not be oxidised unless carbohydrates are 
being oxidized at the same time. In other 
words, the fats burn in the fire of the carbo- 
hydrates, and they must be burned at the 
same time. 

The obese person is trying to get rid of 
fat. If all carbohy‘rate is eliminated from 
the diet, how is the fat of the body to be 
oxidized? An obesity diet is often harder 
to make out than a diet for a diabetic, If 
the diet does not contain enough carbohy- 
drate to oxidize the fats, acidosis will re 
sult. An obesity diet must therefore con- 
tain enough carbohydrates to take care of 
the body fats which are to be oxidized, and 
also enough to take care of the fats in- 
cluded in the diet; otherwise the fats will 
not be burned completely, and acidosis wil! 
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NE of my jobs is to help make actors 
and actresses interesting. It is tech- 
mically known as “interviewing” them for 
publication. Sometimes it is not a hard task. 
Sometimes it is most discouraging from the 
point of inspiration. 
But we newspaper people always do our 
best for them. We are generally quite gal- 
lant about it. And, since they nearly all 
have press agents for the express purpose 
of getting them publicity, it is to be pre 


sumed that they like it. 


Nut after interviewing about a hundred of 
them, I find that just about one in ten ever 
feels called upon to acknowledge the inter- 
view in any way. Their attitude for the 
most part is that they have no interest in 
the matter after the event. They will, of 


Course, lay themselves out to be charming 


while we are with them. They probably 
read the interview in the papers with satis- 
faction. But somehow it almost never oc 
curs to them to telephone or write a little 
note expressing any thanks whatever. Per- 
haps they express all the courteous acknow- 
ledgement they feel necessary to their press 
agent. Certainly any acknowledgment the 
writer ever receives is invariably from the 
press agent—as a special favor to himself. 

But it seems to me that these actors and 
actresses should permit themselves the in- 
duigence of ordinary good manners. It 
could not possibly hurt their amour propre 
in any way. 

Perhaps Frederick Warde is old-fashioned, 
for instance, but it does send a little glow 
of pleasure into a poor scribe’s heart to 
receive a charmingly courteous little note of 
acknowledgement. Sort of gracious, you 
know. “I read the article with great pleas 
ure, and gratefully tender you my thanks.” 
Of course Frederick could easily feel that 
it was all in the way of business; that any- 
way he was “good copy,” one would not 
have written the article if one hadn't want- 
ed to, and that therefore no acknowledge- 
ment was necessary. But I am glad Freder 
ick doesn't feel like that. 

During 1924 and 1925 I interviewed 1038 
actors and actresses. Most of my stories, 
oh, positively most of them, were compll- 
mentary. A nice little nete from Nora 
Bayes warmed my heart. Sid Chaplin found 
time for a merry little note. So did Jeanie 
Macpherson. Tony Moreno went to a gal-

Strange as it may seem, man has not 
thought about thig question of food lasical- 
ly. He has misused the word food. His at- 
titue toward food is first, “will it hurt 
me?” and second, “will it do me any good?” 
He has no desire to eat something that will 
“hurt” him. But be fails in his reasoning at 


this point. He determines whether a sub- 
stance will hurt him largely by the prece- 
dent of other people eating it, and the 
others do the same thing. He fails to un- 
derstan i what “hurt” means. He sees the 
over-weight individual and while he does 
not wish to be like him, he does fail to re- 
late the condition to “hurt.” It did “hurt” 
the fat one. That is why he is fat. But we 
rarely ever look upon the fat individual as 
diseased. He is diseased.. He wouldn't or 
couldn’t be fat otherwise. 


Man has made some womierful strides in 
mechanics—in making things as is often 
said, “better than nature provided them for 
us.“ But it should be remembered that 
man never made anything that worked that 
was not in accord with the laws of nature. 
Some of the things he has tried to do were 
not doable because they violated some 
natural law. 

Now man cannot improve on nature so 
far as the life-processes are concerned, and 
it is not possible for him to change these 
laws. He must comply or become diseased. 
We constantly contuse our progress in me- 
chanical things which we create, with life 
which we do not create. : 


The two greatest thoughts which mankin ! 
needs most to consider today are: Why do 
we eat, and, What constitutes food? 


That Heavy-as-Lead Feeling 

(A radio talk given by Dr. Philip M. Lovell over KHJ.) 

The title of this article describes the sen 
sation which is felt by innumerable stomach 
sufferers. 

It seems that when food is placed in the 
stomach, it cxercises an undue weight and 
gives forth the feeling of a heavy weight ly- 
ing in the stomach. 


What is the trouble? The quantity of 
food which has been eaten does not justify 
the sensation of depression and heaviness 
that ig experienced. Yet, something seems 
to be wrong. 

If I could figuratively take you inside of 
that stomach, you would see that its muscu- 
lar contractions are relatively inert, that 
is, the powcr of peristalsis or contractive 
movements of the stomach are either very 
slow or, in 30me fcw cases, stopped entirely 
for a considerable length of time. 

For you to clearly understand this, you 
should become acquainted with the physio- 
logical function of the normal stomach. 
When food is placed in the stomach, its 
physical presence excites a group of nerves 
imbedded in the mucus membrane. These 
nerves induce muscular contractions which 
we designate as waves of peristalsis. If 
you could observe these waves under the 
fluoroscope (an apparatus associated with the 
X-ray machine,) you would see the contrac- 
tions start, generally from one end of the 
stomach, and proceed toward the intestinal 
system. 

It is by means of these contractions that 
food is passed forward after it has been 
partially digested by the juices in the 
stomach. 

In those cases where food lies “as heavy 
as lead,” the interpretation will be that the 
physical presence of the food no longer ex- 
cites the nerves which are imbedded in the 
mucus membrane. The reason for this gen- 
erally is that the mucus membrane is red, 
angry, swollen and thickened. Due to its in- 
flamed state, the nervous sensation cannot 
be conveyed to these essential nerves of 
contraction. 

Consequently,.under such circumstances, 
the peristaltic wave can not occur and the 
food lies in one area of the stomach, inert, 
inactive, undigested and retarded. ~°

This is similar to normal 
digestive activities. 

Summing up, therefore, the reason for 
suffering from such a sensation is because 
the stomach peristaltic wave is relatively 
inert. The solution, of course, lies essential- 
ly in one direction, namely, the overcoming 
of the inflammatory catarrh which has 
thickened and inflamed the stomach mucus 
membrane. 

Were we to reason backward, we would 
find that the cause of this stomach catarrh 
is essentially dietetic, that is, when we place 
in the stomach those foods which are re- 
fined, denatured, concentrated and of a gas- 
producing type, the result is inevitable. 

The remedy lies in the reversal of this 
procedure. Limit the diet to the simplest, 


unchanged types of food, especially as em- 


hodied in the various fruits and vegetables. 
Control the appetite so that at no time 
is a huge quantity of food ingested. It 
would be beiter for such a sufferer to eat 
five or six meals per day but reduce the 
tota) quantity consumed for the entire day 
to half or three-fourths of the quantity 
usually consume. 

My objective would be to prevent the ac- 
cumulation of unusually large loads in the 
stomach and thereby permit it to do its 
work unhampered and unimpeded. 


A periodic, short fast, say for instance. 


one day per week, would also, in most cases, 
work considerable benefit. The rest to the 
stomach would permit it an opportunity for 
recuperation. 

In the final analysis, most cases of stom- 
ach catarrh and inflammation are due to 
excessive feeling, as well as wrong feeding. 
Correct the causes and you will find that, 


“without any other external aki, nature will

We know very well that when we eat too 
much, the stomach becomes overloaded and 
one of the symptoms which manifests itself 
is headache. Instead of attempting to rea- 
son back to causes and do the logical, sen- 
sible thing, namely, to fast for at least one 
meal or preferably longer, the first thought 
is the application of a strong drug in the 
hope of alleviation. Powerful potions con- 
taining aspirin, the deadly bromides and 
other compounds are taken without hesita- 
tion. 


There is not a single user of these chemi- 
cals who does not know that he is doing 
an injury to his body. Nevertheless, he 
takes his drugs. Perhaps if he knew the 
ultimate action of these vicious compounds, 
he would hesitate. Perhaps if he were 


aware of their cumulative effect upon the 
body, he would decide to endure the pain 
and remedy the catse. But such is the 
weakness of human nature and so thorough- 
ly imbued are the people of today with the

For years and years this department has 
taught and fought for the principles of drug- 
less health.

Tea and Constipation 

In prescribing a diet for the average con- 
stipated person, it is exceedingly good prac- 
tice to include a very liberal consumption of 
liquids. 

Doctors will differ as to the items in- 
cluded in liquids. Personally, I prefer the 
use of distilled or boiled water and the 
various fruit juices. Many delicious mix- 
tures and combinations may be made from 
them. 

Other doctors, however, include tea anu 
coffee. For the constipated individual, tea 
is especially injurious, due to the presence 
of tannin, an alkaloid which has a depress- 
ant effect on intestinal peristalsis. 

In cases of diarrhea, tannin is often pre- 
scribed, due to its constipating action. Know- 
ing this persons affected with constipation 
should use tea spzringly, if it must be used 
at all. Preferably it should be given up en- 


tirely. 


Unacquainted With Health

Better health for the race must have for 
its basis a re-education of the individual. 

It matters not how well educated one is, 
it is plainly evident few people have been 
properly informed on this all-important sub- 
ject. Health is the exception, not the rule, 
in civilized lands today. We have come to 
look upon sickness as something we can- 
not avoid—something that is “just part of 
life.” Actually, when we umierstand the 
principles of life we will be astounded to 
find that sickness should be very rare, and 
health should be so universal, so continu- 
ous, so natural, that where illness does ap- 
pear it should be looked upon as a shame- 
ful thing because it is an evidence of law- 
breaking.

We have reached th: stage reached it 
long ago—where we t.ink the ailments of 
childhood such as mumps, measles, chicken- 
pox, hives, croup and whooping cough are 
unavoidable and to be definitely expected! 
It is a commonplace thing for mothers to 
express themselves ag wanting their chil- 
dren to “have them and get over them, as 
they are sure to have them anyway.” 

Then there are many who express them- 

selves as “believing” that disease is an ex- 
pression of displeasure of the Creator; thrt 
“the condition is sent as a punishment.” 
You are going to learn that disease is a 
punishment, but for a wholly different rea- 
son than that expressed above. You are go- 
ing to find that you are solely to blame and 
not the Creator; that you are not picked out 
or picked on by the Creator for an expres- 
sion of His wrath, but that you deliberately 
violated a fixed law of the universe, though 
you violated it unknowingly, which is never 
any excuse and which never reduces the 
penalty. 

Health is the natural expression of the 
The wiole purpose of the func 
tion of life is health—never disease. 

Disease is merely changed function. 
Changed from what? Changed from health 
which is natural and normal in or of life. 

Our bodies are mie up of a great num- 
ber of separate lives. These little lives are 
called cells. Each is a complete life in it- 
self. They join together to make what we 
call our body. ‘They are harmonious in 
working together because that 1s natural to 
them. There is never any quarreling or 
fallingput among them, unless something 
interfe with them.

These little life-cells exist to the number

As General 
Wu Pei-fu, now reinforced by Daddy Tsao 
Kun’s divisions, steadily advanced on Pe- 
king from the south, alarming reports came 
in that Chang Tsolin of Manchuria was 
‘moving with large bodies of his “Red- 
beards” from the north into the metropoli- 


tan province. 


Premier Twan assumed the war dictator- 
ship of Peking and the honorary command 
of a “punitive” expedition. His nephew, 
Twan Chi-kwei, was paced in command of 
the southwest front against Wu. The 
younger had 60,000 fresh troops, equipped 
with new uniforms, leather boots and mod- 
ern arms, and backed by all the resources 
of Pexing. 

The first engagement of the war, 
awaited, took place between a commander 
of the younger Twan's, Chu Tung-feng, and 
Wu. So certain was Twan Chi-kwei of vic- 
tory over Wu’s scantily supplied army that 
he hardly expected to be needed at the 
front. Sending on his Meutenant, Chu, he 
remained in Peking to participate in an 
anticipatory celebration of victory.

The Peking Leader is a sort of illegiti- 
mate child, published in English, of the Pe 
king Gazette, a bilingual (English and 
Chinese) paper which in turn grew out of 
the Official Gazette, the oldest newspaper 
in the world, dating from the twelfth cen- 
tury. Under the brilliant editorship of Ru- 
gene Chen, a Hongkong Chinese, the Pe 
king Gazette had been one of Yuan Shih- 
kai’s most telling opponents. Chen ulti- 
mately had to flee for his life, and his plant 
was confiscated. | 

After Yuan's fall a little near-sighted 
Cantonese named Leong of the Autumn 
Water, who had been editor of the Chinese 
section of the Gazette, but who had not 
been faithful to his chief, established the 
Leader. 

He spent most of his time dealing in 
blooded song birds and old porcelains and 
he kept a succession of young editors pass- 
ing through the Leader’s editorial office, of 
whom I was to be the first Amcrican. 

The Leader was in a large brick-flagged 
compound on Lump Coal Hutung. I found 
it empty.

French, and that in 
the Englishman, espe 
elally, the national 
type prevails over the 
individual. Which 
seems to me a strange 
way of arguing. At 
any rate I disagree 
with the conclusions. 

The French quarter of London is far more 
French than the English quarter ef Paris is 
English. You might walk a mile in the 
Montparnasse quarter and see nothing Eu- 
glish except a few Britishers. You cannot 
walk a hundred pards in Soho without feel- 
ing that you are in a foreign city—much 
— foreign than the Chinese quarter in 

ehouse. Then in the matter of comform- 
ing to type, the French are to my mind the 
greatest conformers to type in civilized 
Europe. Eccentricity is not tolerated in 
France. If a Frenchman wants to condemn 
a thing he says first: It isn’t like any- 
thing else.” This is a proverbial French 
phrase. Wheras the English are notorious- 
ty tolerant of the eccentric, and not half so 
socially critical as the French. 

There are of course exceptions. M. Chev- 
rillon says that before the war a few Ger- 
mans would drive the English out of any 
Riviera hotel, not because they were Ger- 
mans but because at table they used a knife 
where the English use a fork. This is both 
true and amazing. The Englishman's ritual 
at table is the finest in the world, and he 
is a stickler for it.

“What army are you?” I asked. 
“Chihli troops.”

‘We left the chauffeur in the car and 
made up the street to the inn. Boyish- 
looking soldiers lay on the ground of the 
yard, kits for pillows, resting. The little 
commander, who was standing in the door- 
way of the guest hall taking the report of 
a scout, received us immediately and demo- 
cratically. 


“Who are you, gentlemen, and what do 


you seek?” he asked. 

“American newspapermen, from Peking,” 
i said; giving him our cards. We wanted 
to tind out what is to become of us in the 
capital, and we decided that mo one could 
know so much about that as you, so we 
came out to ask you.” : 

He smiled. For my part.“ he said,

heartily in sympathy with the policy of the 
police—which, I believe, represents the de- 
sires of your legations—to keep all soldiers 
out of the city.

The Agricultural Truth is Good Enough 


F WE were to believe the arguments put 
| forth by some of our so-called students 

of land economics both ‘here and 
in the East, we would soon come to 
hold a very pessimistic view of the 
which has long been the richest in value of 
agricultural future of Los Angeles county, 
agricultural production in the nation. With 
the great activity in subdivision during re- 
cent years these folk would have us be- 
wre that our county is losing rank in agri- 
culture. 


The truth is that Los Angeles county ag- 
riculture is on just as firm a basis as it ever 
was. Its future, too, will know nothing 
but stability and prosperity. Our 
critics have not sensed the real trend of 
farming within our county, nor have 
they considered carcfully the new fac 
tors which rule our agricultural and hor- 
ticultural development under, present eco- 
nomic conditions. 


A few weeks ago the first report of the 
1926 farm census covering Los Angedes 
county reached us. It carried the apparent- 
ly disconcerting news that Los Angeles 
county now has 83 fewer farms than there 
were in 1920; also that there was a reduc- 
tion of over 375,000 acres in our land in 
farms during the five-year period, a decline, 
report says, from 882,333 acres to 508,153 
acres. Some (of a confirmed booster type) 
were inclined to disregard these figures and 
emphasize only those which gave a suppos- 
edly brighter picture; others interpreted 
them as the first sign of our agricultural de- 
cay. 
“THERE’S A REASON” 


But nothing is further from the truth. 
There are several very simple reasons why 
the 1925 farm census shows a few less 
farms than the 1920 survey, and a reduction 
of land in farms. In stating these reasons, 
the real story of the trend of our -agricul- 
tural development is told. 


The slightly smaller number of farms in 
1925 as compared with 1920 is partly ac- 
counted for by the fact that in making the 
census report holdings under three acres, 
unless they show a certain production, are 
not considered farms. While the increase 
in number of individual farm enterprises has 
been actually greater in the five-year period, 
the report shows a small net loss largely 
because of peculiarly local conditions not 
revealed in a census of blanket specifica- 


tions for general conditions of the country.. 


One year’s farm acreage may be the next 
year’s suburban tract or new urban develop- 
ment in our fast-developing county, and 
plots of an acre or more, given over, it is 
true, to “small farming” may replace larger 
parcels in the process of our growth and 
change and be no longer covered by Uncle 
Sam's definition of a farm. The possibili- 
ties for wrong conclusions from the unex- 
plained report are emphasized by the fact of 
the huge actual production for Los Angeles 
county lands last year. We undoubtedly 
have a large number of little farms the ex- 
istence of which is concealed under the 
census way of reckoning. 


But it is time cognizance was taken of the 
importance of the small farm and specialty 
production, for it is this vype of activity that 
is automatically stabilizing our agricultural 
scheme, and maintaining Our supremacy in 
value of soil production. We are going 


through a period of reorganization without 


loss of prestige because of the activity of 
the small farmer and the producer of spe- 
cialty crops, and will come to know a better 
and more stable agricultural program under 
the new regime because our county is in- 
herently adapted to the most intensive agri- 
culture from the standpoint of both natural 
and acquired advantages. 


There has been a general decline of 1.2 

b per cent in number of farms all over the 
country during the past five years, though 

the State of California as a whole does 
show a net increase. Los Angeles county 
still has nearly twice as many farms as any 
other county of the State, and ranks second 

in the nation in this respect. Bolivar county, 
Mississippi, according to the 1925 farm cen- 
sus, has the largest number of farms, or 


12,873, as against 12,380 for Los Angeles Pro 


county. These counties lead all others of 
the nation by at least 4000 farms. So we 
need not worry on that score. 


HIGHER UNIT PRODUCTION 


While about 125,000 acres of the 380,000- 
acre reduction in all our land in farms dur- 
ing the past five years was actually with- 
out crop in late 1924 and 1925, when, the 

i census survey was made, this was 
due to successive dry seasons. This land 
represents but a part of our always fluc-

duction in any year. The other 150,000 
acres or more underwent various changes. 
A huge acreage went into subdivision home- 
sites, where there is still some production, 
but not production figuring in the census.

Be Thinking About 


the March Garden 


By ERNEST 


E ARE prescribing herewith a full pro- 

gram for March flower gardening, 

though a little early, and advise all 
who need direction to keep this article un- 
til March, for it is our most glorious month 
for general garden improvement. Remem- 
ber that we are talking “as of date March 
ist,” as the statisticians would say. 


If your lawn has not been fertilized this 
season, do it at once. From now until the 
cold weather of next winter comes the 
grass so treated will make a steady lux- 
uriant growth, receiving no check such as 
is often noticed on lawns which were fer- 
tilized too early in the winter. 


Divide your clumps of goldenrod, rud- 
veckias, helianthus, phlox, delphiniums, etc. 
Leosen up the earth around your pansies 
and then give them a good mulching of 
manure. Amaryllis will make their wants 
known soon—stir up the ground, and give a 
liberal mulching of well-rotted horse ma- 
nure. 

Young plants of stock should be closely 
watched for aphis (green fly) and upon their 
first appearance, sprinkle with tobacco dust. 
Chrysanthemums that are intended for 
pagation stock should be cultivated and 
watered to induce a crop of cuttings for 
April and May. Annuals that have been 
sown in the open should now be thinned 
out. This thinning cannot be overdone— 
better a few strong plants than many weak 
ones. ~ 

Plant your tritonias (montbretias) and 
part of your gladiolus. If the tritonias heve 
been left in the ground and are in a desira- 
ble place, pull out three-fourths of them— 

ey do best when not too thickly planted. 

nonia venusta should retain its strongest

vine to cover. Having selected those you 
wish to save, cut out the others, and . 
en all laterals to two eyes (two eyes are 
enough for anyone.) 


_ Bougainvilleas and Bignonia venusta (the 
orange trumpet flower) should be pruned at 
once. Cut out all the old, coarse suckers 
from the Bougainvillea; perhaps you noticed 
that they did not flower much last year. 
They will do less this season—cut them 
out entirely. Shorten all the lateral growths 
on the main wood, and then thin to suit 
your fancy. These plants will stand heavy 
pruning, and need it, but do not cut any 
away from the base of the main stems—the 
bottom growth should be encouraged. 
FOR APRIL PLANTING 


Now is the time to prepare the ground for 
the planting in April of subtropical bed- 
ding plants, roots, tubers, etc. such as: Cy- 
perus, cannas, caladiums and dahlias. Not 
until April will the ground be warm enough 
to induce a quick, vigorous growth on these 
plants and all this class of plants will give 


better satisfaction if the planting be de- 


ferred until next month. Many peopl 
think these plants will grow throughout the 
year and give satisfactory results, but if 
they should, try giving them a rest: no other 
method would prevail thereafter. 


Althernantherus, iresines (achyranthes,) 
ageratum, coles and salvias should be prop 
agated this month. A good hotbed would 
be of great assistance, but is not indispen- 
sable. Make the cuttings with a sharp knife 
—not pruning shears—and insert in clean, 
sharp sand. Do not force the cutting into 
the sand, but make the holes for each with 
a piece of stick or, better still, take an old-

all crop and five-stock production within 
the county totalled $85, .

FIGURES TELL TALE 


Leading in value, of course, was the citrus 
crop, valued at $23,241,503. Citrus growers

prices for fruit during the 1924-25 season, 
and are marketing their product now with 
good returns on the first lap of the 1925-26 
period. A little over one-fifth of the citrus 
acreage of California is planted in Les An- 
geles county, and while some acreage is be- 


ing lost, the heaviest producing groves are au 


maintaining our position creditably. 1 

Next in value was nursery stock, both use - 
ful and ornamental, estimated at $15,000,000, 
While no comprehensive survey of the nur- 
sery business in Los Angeles county has 
been made, the horticultural commission re- 
ports 550 nurseries, large and small, in the 
county. The output of these enterprises is 
tremendous, and our nursery products are 
shipped to all parts of the country, Walnuts, 
bearing on 21,616 acres, produced 7955 tons 
of merchantable nuts valued at $3,818,250. 
Flowers, seeds and bulbs were estimated to 
have brought around $5,000,000. There has 
been a great increase in these lines during 


the past few years, especially in the pro- N 


duction of bulbs and cut flowers. Other 
crops in the million-dollar class were grapes, 
caulifiower, lettuce, Lima beans, and alfalfa 


hay. 

The report prepared by local agencies al- 
so carried record of the producing acreage 
planted to each crop, as well as its produc- 
tion and value, and is given herewith. The 
first. figure after the commodity name is in 
each instance the present bearing acreage; 
the second is the production and the third 
the value. In some instances, it is well to 
remember, the acreage planted but not yet 
in bearing exceeds that of the bearing area. 
This is the case with avocados, persim- 
mons and figs, and in all fruit acreage there 
is today 
acres of land set to fruit trees still too 
young to bear. The largest nonbearing 
acreage is that of walnuts and amounts to 
11,910 acres. Nearly 4000 acres of Valen- 
cia oranges have not yet come into bearing. 
Each year will see a greater production, 
sufficient, no doubt, to far more than bal- 
ance any losses through subdivision for 
maybe decades to come. Following are the

It extends the entire length 
of the reed and thereby has an advantage 
over the fiber of cotton, which is usually an 
inch or two long. He says the reed grows 
thick like sorghum and produces several 
tons to the acre, being cut every three 
months in its native land. One of the great- 
est advantages of the fiber, the local ‘ranch- 
er declares, is that it is much stronger than 
cotton, hemp or silk, and can be used for 
every purpose that cotton is used for. The 
fiber when cleaned is “white and pure as 
silk,” he states. The reed, wich produces 
the fiber, is not produced from seed but has 
to be transplanted by hand and Dr. Tillot- 
son, has ordered a quantity of the plants, 
which, are expected to arrive within a short 
time. After the plants are set out and a 
stand is secured they are good for twenty 
years or younger, the reeds growing 80 
thick they crowd out weeds and other for- 
eign vegetation, it is explained. 

“There should be a ready market, for all 
that can be Dr. Tillotson said, 
recently. “If it will produce well in Im- 
perial Valley and other cotton-growing sec- 
tions of the United States it should take the 
place of cotton to a considerable extent as 
well as all reports show it costs less than 
the staple to grow and produces heavily. 
There is little doubt but what this reed will 
grow well and produce heavily in the Im- 
perial Valley.”

Sees Good Future for 
the Grapefruit 


PASADENA.—James’R. Pitcher, of this 
city, who recently became interested in Im- 
perial Valley farm lands, believes that 
grapefruit, not cotton, is to be a sound basis 
of the valley's prosperity. He recently re- 
turned from a trip to that region, and was 
impressed with the showing made by the 
grapefruit growers. | 

“I was told,” he says, “that one sixteen- 
year-old . grapefruit tree this last season 
packed thirty boxes of fruit, worth $3.87 
each. I counted 178 fruits on a three-year- 
old tree. In one orchard six acres of two- 
year-old: grapefruit trees were interplanted 
with lettuce, which packed five carloads, 
320 crates to the car, worth $1.85 per crate 
in the field, paying for the trees and plant- 
ing, and leaving a comfortable surplus. This 
was on the Waterman ranch, near EI Cen- 
tro. The Conant Ranch, near Bi Centro this 
year packed 2000 commercial boxes of 
grapefruit from four and one-half acres 
These were sold in San Francisco at from 
$6.75 to $7.25 per box as extra fine quality 
fruit, The McCall ranch, near Imperial, has 
400 acres planted to grapefruit. This is 
said to be the largest single planting of 
grapefruit in the worki.”

flowering spring-blooming plants and bulbs 
whose season will be past by the time your 
begonias demand planting out. If you wish 
to start them in the open ground do not 
plant before April, having a good, rich soll, 


as near as that recommended for pot cul- | 


ture as is possible to obtain. In addition to 
the ordinary single and double strains, 
there are two superb varieties but lately in- 
troduced that should be grown in every gar- 
den where the owner prides himself on the 
contents thereof. One is a frilled variety, 
and the other is a superb, free-flowering 
strain, that will stand the fullest sunshine 
and in color is a dazzling scarlet. Both of 
these are a great improvement on the ones 
ordinarily seen in Californian gardens. 


Seeds of the follewing plants should now 
be sown (inside) for planting out later, 
when the weather and ground are warmer: 
browallias, in variety; torrenias, and the 
tuberous-rooted begonias. Sow the seeds in 
pots or pans, with good drainage, in a soil 
composed of one-half leaf mold and one-half 
powdered charcoal, this to be screened 
through a fine-meshed sieve. After filling 
the pots or pans with soil, press it down 
firmly with a flat piece of wood or board 
and sow the seed on top, not covering it at 
all. Do not water in the ordinary way, but 
place the pan in another receptacle where 
the water is deep enough to come up on 
the seed pot level with the soil, and allow it 
to remain therein until the soil shows signs 
of water on top. 

Keep each pot cevered with a piece of 
glass until the seedlings are well up, when 
they should be “pricked” off” (transplanted) 
into another-pot, or better still, into the seed 
boxes known to the trade as “trays” or 
“flats,” where they have room to grow un- 
til they are large enough to plant out with 
safety. These should begin blooming in 
July and continue until winter. All of the 
above will grow best in partial shade. For 
a guide in planting: Torrenias grow about 
six inches high, tuberous-rooted begonias 
six to eighteen inches, and browallias from 
twelve to eighteen inches. ; 

DON’T FORGET ROSES 

Those who have thus far neglected to 
t rose cuttings may do so now, and will 
successful if the cuttings are not placed 
where the sun can get at them. Choose 
the north side of a building or of a hedge, 
where it will be neither too sunny nor too 
light. Take your cuttings, if possible, from 
those long, vigorous shoots which are now 


‘dormant, and which are unbrahched; that 


is, those shoots which are full of buds from 
the ground up and have not thrown out any 
lateral growths except near the top, their 
only effort in the past apparently, having 
been to produce flowers on the extreme tips. 
Cut the pieces from four to six inches long, 
making a smooth, clean cut about a quarter 


of an inch below an eye. This must be ? 


done with a very sharp knife. 
Make a hole in the soil for the cuttings 


with a pointed stick somewhat lerger than 
the cuttings and fully as deep as your cut- 
tings require. This is as necessary as the 


clean cut with the sharp knife, and for the 
same reason: the cuttings have to “callous 


over” the cuts before they start to root. If 


you cut them in a rough way, splitting the 


bark, or “broom up” the end of the bark 
by forcing the cutting down in the resist- 
ing soll, you not only make more work for 
the callousing process to overcome, but the 
splits and breaks are more apt té induce de- 
cay than are the smooth cuts, and if decay 
gets a start on the callousing, you will get 
no rose bush. The earth should be pressed 
as firmly about the cuttings as possible, and 
the ground thoroughly saturated with water, 
not watering again until absolutely nec 
essary. 

It is desirable to keep these cuttings as 
dark as possible. In the nursery they are 


covered on all sides and on top with muslin. 


screens. This is necessary in order that 


the root growth may keep up with the top. 


growth. Roots always grow in the dark, the 
foliage grows only in the light, therefore by 
keeping them somewhat dark, the leaf 
growth is retarded, while the root action 
goes merrily on. If kept too light, nearly 
all the energy will go into the foliage this 
time of year. We would leave these cut: 
tings in this position until fall, removing the 
shades after seven or eight weeks. 
About August or the first of September, 


“withhold the water supply, allowing the cut- 


tings to dry off until the leaves mag fall. 
When the first rain comes, if they show 
signs of starting dig them up, prune back 


heavily, and plant out, though a far better 
way is to keep the water from them for a | 


while, and not transplant until later. By

results.

Farmers Still Hope for 
Plentiful Rains 


STRATFORD.—Grain prospects are good 
in the Central San Joaquin Valley on irri- 
gated lands, but lack of rain has diminished 
the area planted, especially on the Tulare 
Lake basin. The big land owners have deep 


wells, many of them having been put down 


recently. They have run their pumps to ca- 
pacity but are holding off their main plant- 
ings, which in the aggregate amount to Sev- 
eral hundred thousand acres, to see if na- 
ture is going to send the generous spring 
rains which are predicted for this year. 

The unusually long period of fog in the 
valley this winter, lasting from December 2 
to the middle of January, was favorable to 
grain growing, as it kept the moisture 
in the ground and plant life thrived. At the 
Kings County Chamber of Commerce is a 
sample of winter-grown volunteer wheat, 
thrifty in appearance, four feet high, with 
large, well-developed heads and the grain 
almost in the “dough” stage. It was grown 
by R. E. Winkinson on his ranch in the 
Delta View district. 

Frank Blakeley, oldest of the big wheat 
farmers on Tulare Lake bed, says that peri- 
ods of heavy rainfall come in cycles of ten 
years and that this is one of the ten-year 
periods when heavy rains are due. He is 


ready to put 30,000 acres in grain, in addi- 


tion to the wheat he now has under irriga- 
tion. Rain records kept at Hanford seem 
to indicate that wet and dry years come 
in eight-year cycles and that the cycles 
should bring a heavy rainfall in this local- 


| ity this winter. Some of the best grain 


years have followed light rainfall up to late 
in January, so farmérs are still hopeful.

Wet cotton will not gin close and much of 
the lint clings to it, reducing the profit to 
the grower. The seed is soft and the wet 
mass gums up the gin machinery. Growers 


are taking advantage of the fourteen storage 


bins at this plant. The stored cotton is par- 
tially dried out by fans with which the bifis 
are equipped. Since the sun has been mak- 
ing a fairly regular appearance a part of 
each day the pickers have resumed work, 
and all three gins are running again. A 
blue tinge imparted to the cotton by the 
fog lessens its value, as it can not be 
bleached out. Frost has done some s”0t- 


ting. 


ON DELIVERIES 
The State law governing plant deliveries 


provides that all persons bringing or causing 
1 Plants to be brought from one locality into

Fillmore Growers Try 


Out New Plan 


 FILLMORE.—The citrus growers here 
have formed a protective district and have 
used half-page spaces in the local newspa- 
pers, warning the readers of the danger of 
importing pests into clean agricultural dis- 
tricts by auto- or other carrying agencies. 
This is a new way of protecting citrus groves 
and its effect will be watched with interest. 
The State Department of Agriculture has 
commented favorably on the method and 
suggests that other districts in the State try 
the same means of educating the public to 
the always present peril to a great industry. 

In the Fill advertisements attention 
is called to the fact that it is possible to 
trace every outbreak of red scale as well as 
each new infestation of mealy bug to “some- 
body’s front or back yard.” Plants and cut- 
tings are being brought in constantly from 
infested districts without inspection. This 
is illegal and dangerous. The records of 
the State Department of Agriculture show 
that over $5,000,000 was spent in 1925 for 
the parchase of economic poisons used in 
the control of insect and disease pests. The 
financial loss due to their inroads on fruit 
and vegetable industries can hardly be esti- 
mated, it is pointed out. 


Cold Weather Damages 
Europe's Oranges 


REDLANDS.—The citrus crop 
lands district this year is of

good size, 
prices are good and there is believed to be 
but little danger of frost. There is but one 
ay in the ointment—the amount of decay 
in the fruit. The growers and shippers are 
not yet certain as to the cause. Some be- 
lieve it is because of an extremely early 
maturing. It is thought that later ship- 
ments will not show as much damage. 

J. A. Steward, sales manager for the Mu- 
tual Orange Distributors, says the outlook 
for a big export business of late navels and 
Valencias from Southern California to Eu- 
ropean markets was never better than it is 
today. Europe was visited by two severe 
cold waves during December and January 
and the citrus crops in Spain and Italy have 
been injured badly. Practically all the fruit 
in many districts was frozen, according to 
word from M. C. Mascart, British represen- 
tative of the Mutual Orange Distributors. 

Mark D. Anderson, manager of the Red- 
lands-Highlands fruit exchange, says that 
he has just completed figures which show 
that it cost growers in that exchange an av- 
erage of 8.37 cents per box to sell fruit dur- 
ing the season just closed. This does not 
include the expense of advertising. The 
cost of marketing is higher than usual for 


the volume of business is only about half the 


usual amount. 

Donald C. 8. Anderson has checked fumi- 
gation work in citrus groves during the 
past year for the county horticultural com- 
missioner and reports that 70,000 citrus 
trees, or over 8000 acres, were fumigated 
at a cost of about $30,000. Fumigation work 
has been completed. but some spraying is 
being done in insect pest control. work. 


Pima Mystery Subject 
of Investigation 


PHOENIX (Ariz.)—Long-staple cotton in 
Salt River Valley is under investigation by 
a corps of agricultural experts headed by 
Prof. J. J. Thornber, director of the agri- 
cultural experiment station of the Univer- 
sity of Arizona. In the past season, encour- 
aged by good prices, since maintained, the 
Valley farmers went back to Pima cotton, 
which they planted on a large acreage as in 
years gone by. Bolls came in the usual 
number, there was little summer drop and 
there appeared to be no serious disease, 
yet on many farms, the bolls failed to ma- 
ture, or contained only a couple of locks, 
and the crop fell far short in quantity, rath- 
er than in quality. 

The trouble appeared in no particular lo- 
cality and seemed attached to no especial 
kind of soil, while the weather was consid- 
ered propitious. Adjoining farms had wide- 
ly differing yields. As a rule, the leafy 
structure of the plants appeared to be 
healthy. Local cotton associations, gin and 
oil mill men and farmers are co-operating in 
the study of the Situation with the scien- 
tists, who expect to take several months to 
complete their work.

INETY-FIVE, ninety-five, ninety-five— 


aN bid ninety! Who'll make it ninety- 
live, ninety-five, ninety-five? Gentlemen, 
those are fine cows—make it ninety-five, 
ninety-five! Well! Well! What's wrong 
here? Who'll make it ninety-two and a 
half?” 

Upon an improvised platform between two 
corrals a sturdy gentleman with a cane was 
speaking rapidly, resonantly and indefati- 
gably. With him upon the platform several 
dairymen stood in various poses. Round 
about, a considerable throng of men and 
some women looked on quietly and solemnly. 
Attention was directed upon three cows in 
the small corral in front of the platform. 
Finally the man with the cane brought it 
down with a vigorous gesture. “Sold to Mr. 
Snodgrass!" he exclaimed, pointing out a 
man who stood with hand raised near the 
stand. 


Mr. Snodgrass was invited to take the 
three cows each at the figure he had bid. 
He declined and selected one of the three 
instead. The cow's number, which was 
painted on her rump, was recorded in his 
name at the price bid and the auctioneering 
went on. The man who closed the next 
bidding made his selection of the remaining 

cows; then the third was auctioned off. 
The cows were driven into an outside cor- 
ral where the number of the sold was grad- 
ually increasing, and another trio was ad- 


- mitted from the corral behind the platform. 


Auctions are incidental to the dairying 
industry in every large dairying center. 
The reasons are many—selling out, reduc- 
ing herds, raising money, meeting loans, 
ete. Moreover, auctioning is the established 
method of buying and selling cows. It en- 
ables dairymen to reduce or increase their 
herds as they consider advisable. 


The auction described occurred late last 
Fall at the E. O. Ingalls Ranch in San Ja- 
into valley. Seventy-five head of milk 
cows, Holsteins, Jerseys and Guernseys, 
were auctioned off, bringing from $150 to 
$50. according to the practised ent 
of the bidders. The variation: in prices 
was attributable to age, milking. record, 
time of next calving, and general condit 
of the animals. Those who bid the cows in 
came from ranches far and near throughout 
Southern California. The sale had been ad- 
vertised for three weeks. No attempt was 


made to regulate the first bid, and some of 
the bidding started as low as $15, But with 


Sen 


the records of the cows read as each was 
offered and the bidders free to examine the 
animals as much as they pleased, the bid- 
ding was done with a certain air of confi- 
dence and indicated that the dairymen knew 
cows when they saw them. 

The auctioneers were members of an old- 
time Los; Angeles firm: The man on the 
platform apparently possessed the gift of 
tireless speech. The other seemed to 
“shine” at maneuvering the cows, but broke 
in once in a while to call attention to an 
animal's mark of breeding or fine bag. This 
took place, it was interesting to note, at 
strategic moments when the bidders were 
obdurate or the partner’s rapid-fire speech 
seemed at a loss for a mark. 

At noon the auction was suspended for 
an hour while every one present was in- 
vited to a barbecue lunch. During this in- 
terval I had an opportunity to talk to 
several of the local dairymen about the 
cows and about San Jacinto Valley's dairy- 
ing industry. 

Frank Pierce, who conducts one of the 

largest dairies and who contributed. some 
of the cows to the sale, stated that the auc- 
tion was encouraging. While some of the 
cows were bid in pretty low, the price was 
fairly high for the majority and the average 
would therefore be good. — 
J. B. Maxwell, who has been a dairymen 
and general farmer in San Jacinto valley 
and neighboring regions since 1899, spoke 
of the firm basis of farming industries in 
that region, particularly of dairying, with 
ever-growing markets at the front door. and 
said that there had been a 50 per cent in- 
crease in dairying in the-past two years. 

Mark Worden, owner of a large dairy and 
director of the local association which is 
designated as District No. 1 of the Califor- 


— — 


nia Milk Producers’ Association, said that 


the district had shipped out a daily average 
of 425 cans for the past three years. “At 
present,” Mr. Worden added, “we are ship 
ping only 350 cant a day. There is a slight 
slump now owing to conditions partly of 
market and partly of herds. Feed is still 
high and the price of milk hasn't offset the

man. He began operating a large dairy in 
Verris valley over twenty years ago, but 
went to San Jacinto valley because of the 
large cienagas of natural grass there. In 
1912, he and his associates bought a 1,720- 
acre ranch and began operations with 132 
milk cows. They established a creamery, 
which purchased practically the entire 
cream output of Perris valley and a large 
part of the output of San Jacinto valley, 
and converted it into butter and ice-cream. 
This creamery was their means of market- 
ing their dairy products until the Crescent 
Creamery Company invited milk shipments 
to Los Angeles in 1917. Subsequent develop- 
ments occurred as follows, in Mr. Poor man's 
words: 

“A short time thereafter the California 
Milk Producers’. Association entered this 
field and the majority of the dairymen here 
thereupon commenced the shipment of their 
milk through that organization to Los 
Angeles by truck. The development of the 
whole milk market was an important step 
for the valley. When sour cream has sold 
for approximately 50 cents per pound but- 
ter-fat, the dairymen have received the 
equivalent of $1.00 per pound for butter-fat 
That shows how it has 
worked at times. 


“In the spring of 1922, the California Milk. 


Producers’ Association constructed and be- 
gan operating the San Jacinto Valley Skim- 
ming Plant. This plant was started for the 
purpose of withdrawing whole milk from 
the market and thus helping to relieve the 
surplus milk situation in Los Angeles, which 
was then very serious. It meant a with- 
drawal in the district furthest from Los 
Angeles, elimination of haulage charges and 
a corresponding saving to the members of 
the Association. Because none but Asso- 
ciation members could have milk handled 
at the plant, the other dairymen in this dis- 
trict were forced to take out memberships 
in the Association, with the result that this 
district has gained the unique distinction 
of having as association members one hun- 
dred per cent of its dairymen. | 
“From the skimmed milk produced at the 
plant was made a popular cottage cheese. 
The manufacturers of this by-product rented 
a portion of the skimming plant for their 
purposes. The cream output of the plant 
was shipped daily by truck to the Burr 
Creamery at Los Angeles. The average pro- 
duction of cottage cheese amounted to two 


tons per day during the period of the plant's: 


operations. These ceased in August, 1923. 
because of a milk shortage in Los Angeles, 
and thereupon the whole milk was again 
shipped to that city. After the plant closed 
the Association inaugurated the present 
system of shipping milk to Los Angeles by 
truck twice daily. 

“With the coming of the whole milk 
market and of association methods came 
also sanitary dairy inspection and a better 
feeding and accounting system. The 
methods employed in producing milk were 
greatly improved, and economical production 
became the watchword. The old order of 
things changed. The natural grass pastures 
were ured only to raise the young stock 
and to supplement the other dairy feeds. 
As a result of the practices of the cow test- 
ing association, which had commenced 
operations in this district, the ‘boarder 
cows were sent to the butcher. Balanced 
rations came to be the thing. High grade 
and registered cows and bulls took the place 
of the scrub animals. The average monthly 
production of butter-fat was greatly in- 
creased. The slogan in the dairy became. 
‘Feed them, breed them, and weed them.’ 
Many more sanitary dairies entered the field. 
Milking-machine salesmen began to do a lot 
of business in the valley, and in eight years’ 
time thirty-five silos were built. 

“It was not long after the dairying in- 
dustry had made these remarkable strides 
until the directors of the Dairymen’s Feed 
and Supply Company, a subsidiary of the 
California Milk Producers’ Association, saw 
the possibilities in entering this field. Ac- 
cordingly that company established a branch 


warehouse near the Santa Fe depot in San 


Jacinto in January, 1925. During the fol- 
lowing month approximately 300 tons of 
dairy and poultry feed of a value of $12,05/ 
was sold, and during March sales increased 
to 450 tons at a value of $17,000. Practically 
all the feeds sold are concentrates, as the 
dairymen of this district buy what hay they 
need direct from local alfalfa growers.” 
To show the growth of the industry in the 
valley during the past five years Mr. Poor- 
man quoted the following figures taken from 
the records of the California Milk Producers’
